Ten thousand dollars, prevented the 


lowering of the excise commissioners 
fees in St. Louis at one session, and 
other thousands were expended to pass 
desired legislation or to defeat 
bills 


adverse to the interests of 
railroads 


and other corporations dunng »he last 
and preceding sessions. 


But the information so far obtained 


in relation to street railway legisla- 
tion at the session of 1898-99, for the 
consolidation of the present lines of 
the St. Louis Transit company with 
its capitalization of $90,000,000, shows 
that in the neighborhood of 
$250,000 


•was paid for such legislation. Even at 
that figure the deal was profitable, 
for millions was made from it.
